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GIRL IN SEDUCTION 
CASE LOSES SUIT 


Jury Returns Verdict in 
Favor of Governor of 
Mississippi in Less Than 
‘One Hour’s Time.

Oxford, Miss., December 11.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A verdict for 
the defendant was returned by a jury 
in United States district court here 
early tonight in the trial of the suit 
of Miss Frances Cleveland Birkhead, 
stenographer, against Lee M. Rus- 
sell, governor of Mississippi, for dam- 
ages based on charges of seduction 
and othehr serious allegations. 

The verdict—the climax of one of 
the most sensational l:.wsuits ever 
filed in a Mississippi court—was re- 
turned at 6:08 o'clock, just 28 min- 
utes after the. arguments were con- 
cluded, instructions “given and the 
case submitted. 

Neither of the principals was in the 
courtroom when che jury presented 


its verdict. Governor Russell, with 
Mrs. Russell, went to the home of 
his brothér immediately after tne 
jury retired. Members of his. counsel 
also had left the courtroom.

FIGHT AGAIN 


Paris, December 11.—A second Car- 
pentier-Siki fight seems to be a cer- 
tainty, aceording to Le Journal, 
which points out that President 
Rousseau of the boxing federation 
is inclined to be clement toward the 
Senegalese, 

“I will box Siki under any condi- 
tion, at a date to be fixed upon my 
return to Paris this evening,” Car- 
pentier telegrapher Le Journal from 
Brighton, England, last night, “Please 
say that to beat Sihi would be the 
greatest joy of mv life,” the telegram 
said. It added that Georges was to 
get the opinion of surgeons as to the 
condition of his hands, which were 
injured in his bout with Siki. 

A report is current that Siki has 
disappeared. but neither his friends 
nor the police seem unduly alarmed. 
' The newspapers sigzgest that he has 
( been spirited away from the clutches 
| of interviewers. 

Siki offered this morning to deny 
in person that he had committed sui- 
cide or that he had been thrown into 
the Seine, as had been widely re- 
ported, 

He was limping painfully in his 
right leg this morning as he left his 
suburban home and walked to the 
city gate where he entered an auto- 
mobile and disappeared. He avoided 
any explanation of the cause of his 
limp, which apparently accounted for 
reports that he had been thrown into 
the river. 

The Senegalese was absent yester- 
day and today from his usual haunts 
in the neighborhood of the Avenue 
Oreleans. His wife explained that he 
stayed home Sunday to play with 
his dog.

Water Power of State and 
Section of Vast Value, 
Says Pratt. 


“Phat the greatest manufacturing 
and industrial section of the United 
States will eventually b. in the 
Piedmont region on the eastern slope 
of the Blue Ridge mountains, partly 
in Virginia, North Carolina and Ala- 
bama, but mostly in the state of 
Georgia itself, was the . prediction 
made Monday by N. P. Pratt, one of 
the souths foremost engtheers and 
one Of the leading engineers of Amer- 
ica. Mr. Pratt is also chairman of 
the executive committee of the board 
of trustees of the Georgia School 
of Technology, and ‘formerly acting 
president of the institution. 

“Just as the old south was the 
greatest agricultural section of Amer- 
ica in its day, so will the new south,” 
said Mr. Pratt, “become the country’s 
foremost industrial and manufacturing 
center. The amount of time required 
for this gigantic dream to material- 
ize depends on the progress of the 
technical and engineering education 
in the south to fit men for the 
tusk of harnessing the vast water 
power of the Blue Ridge to the wheels 
of southern industry. 

“Georgia Tech and similar institu- 
tions of learning are the greatest hope 
of the new industrial south, and 
upon their expansion depends develop- 
ment of southern industry to realize 
the possibilities with which nature 
has endowed this region.” 

Reasons for Prediction. 

Three reasons were given by Mr. 
Pratt for his prediction. First, he 
declared that the white population 
of the south was the purest of Anglo- 
Saxon stock and that the fact made 
for unity of effort and purpose. 
Second, he pointed out that the south, 
in the streams of its Blue Ridge 
mountains, has the largest undevelop- 
ed water power in America, and that, 
third, the Piedmont section was at 
the very door of cotton fields, thus 
reducing transportation costs in tex- 
tile manufacturing. 

“In New England,” declared Mr. 
Pratt, “orders in industrial plants 
have to be posted in seven different 
languages, and only 21 per cent of 
the population comes from _native- 
born ancestry on both sides. In the 
south over 98 per cent of the white 
population comes from native-born 
ancestry on both sides, and this fact 
lessens labor difficulties in the south 
and makes for a unified industrial 
life, thus giving us a decided advan- 
tage over our competitors in the 
north. 

“Furthermore, water power in the 
|Blue Ridge, vast and undeveloped, 
| will lessen our manufacturing costs, 
; Georgia has the greatest water power 
;of ail the southern states, and that 
(will give this state the greatest part 
of the manufacturing. 

Cotton Center. 

“Another point in our favor is that 
we are in the very middle of the 
cotton fields, thus reducing trans- 
portation costs and giving us 
advantage in- textile manufacturing. 
All grades of cotton goods ean be 
manufactured here under modern 
j textile methods, and already do we 
manufacture 62 per cent of all 
cotton manufactured in the United 
States, and the remaining 38 per 
cent ef the cotton industry 
ing to the south in geometric 
gression. 

“These figures speak Wel] of the

tile manufacturing, for in 188) we 
only manufactured about 12° per cent 
of the cotton goods made in the 


| Lnited States.”
